_ U Applicability.—This Policy is applicable to'the 
import of feature filhis (hereinafter referred to as

as deimed in the Cinematogfaph (Certifica¬ 
tion) Rules, 1983 issued under Section 8 of the 
Cinematograph Act, 1952 but excluding video films 
and films categorized as educational films and to the, 
distribution and pricing ot imported feature films. 

2. Import of films; 

2.1 Films shall be imported, only by the National 
Film Development Corporation (hereinafter, referred 
to as '‘the Coiporation” except as indicated m para¬ 
graphs 2.3, 2.4 and 2.5. Even where agencies other 
than the Corporation are permitted to import films, 
the Corporation shall be paid canalisation fees as per 
provisions of paragraphs 2.3, 2.4 and 2.5 before the 
films are imported into India. 

2.2 The Corporation shall not import films in any 
financial year by spending foreign exchange in excess 
of the amount placed at its disposal by the Ministry 
of Information and Broadcasdr ^ in consi’ltat^on vviJh 
the Department of Economic Affairs for that finan¬ 
cial year. Films can be imported by the Corporation 
either (^) on outright purchase basis or (b) on profil*- 
sharing basis. In case a. film is imported on profit- 
sharing basis, the share of the foreign producerfright 
holder shall, in no case, exceed 60 per cent, subject 
to the condition that the maximum amount payable 
for a film would not exceed US $ 25,OW. The profit 
will be shared on the basis of the net ’billings, after 
derlucting the actual expenses on cost of print, freight, 
insurance, publicity, and custom duty, distribution 
commission and all Indian taxes. 

2.3 Imports can be permitted ‘to be made by a 
foreign party in pursuance of an agreement entered 
inio by the Government or, with their approval, by 
the Corporation, with such party The conditions un¬ 
der which the films shall be allowed to be imported 
sh.u be laid down in the agreement. 

2.4 A Private .erUan Partv can also be authorised

2.5 'A noii'Resident Indian may also be pe mitted 
bv :he Corporation to iipport a film eitb?^' produced 
by him outside India or mainly outside India or a film 
in respect of which he has acquired proprietnryldis- 
tribiition rights for India on payment of canalisation 
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fee at the rate of US $ 10,000 per film to be paid by 
the Non-Resident Indian in advance and subfcct to 
the condition that in .case 15 per cent of the net 
billings of the film in India where the Non-Resident 
Indian distributes the film on his owa account or 
15 per cent of the amount paid to the Non-Resident 
Indian by a distributor where the film in sold for 
distribution to a distributor exceeds the equivalent 
of US $ 10,000 of the difference between ITS, $ 10,000 
and 15 per cent of the amount of net billing or the 
amount paid to the distributor as the case may be shall 
be paid as additional canalisation fcc\ in Indian rupees, 
to the Corporation and that no repatriation of funds' 
in foreign exchange shall be allowed In the case bf 
import of films under this clause.
